The film has recently been featured on “60 Minutes” and follows a group of Russian adolescents, including 
five young men and two young women. Originally from Obninsk, Russia post-communism, the group idolizes 
American country music and they form their own country music band after being introduced to the ways of the 
Blue Grass by a local music teacher. Fearing their aspirations to be famous country musicians in Mother Russia 
will never be met, the group now known as Bering Strait travel to the United States to make it in the capital of 
country music, Nashville, Tenn. They are signed by a major label and begin their journey through the complex 
world of country.
